Sing Sing Convict Wants Pardon Be-

"Who was that man in Kentucky 
who killed another and was sent to 
congress?" asked the professor of the 
class to illustrate his point. 


During the hush that immediately 


fell over the room, Caleb Powers, a 
student sitting in the front row, rose 
and in a clear voice said: "I am that 
man doctor—[ was not guilty." 


Dr. Conrad 
apologized, continued 
his lecture and afterward made a for- 
mal opology to Powers, saying he had 
not known the congressman was a 
member of his class. 


Powers spent eight 
years, 
three 


months and three days in Kentucky 
prisons fighting for his life. 
He was 


charged with complicity in the mur- 
der of Gov. Goebel.

New Pennsylvania Labor Law Pro- 


hibits More Than Ten Hours of 


Work in Twenty-four Hours

Harrisburg, Pa., Nov. 1—The new 


labor law tor women, which 
was 


passed 
by the 
Pennsylvania State 


legislature at its last session and 
which was approved by the gover- 
nor on July 24, last, went into effect 
today and the State labor .author- 
ities will make a determined effort 
to enforce every provisiin of the new 
law. 
The new law prohibits the em- 


ployment 
of 
women 
during 
more 
than 10 hours a day or more than 54 
hours a week. Extra hours of work, 
not to exeed two hours for any day 
and for not more than three days in 
any week shall be permitted only .in 
case of a legal holiday or in case 
the .work should be Interrupted bv 
repairs of alterations in the factory 
or shop.

We had not heard from them since 
May or from any one, in the state 
and we were terribly worried. Las 
Tuesday we got a wire from Juanito

before they came here they were in 
the rebels' hands for 46 days, in con 
slant danger all the time.

would be burnt bridges in front, and 
then burnt bridges back of them. 
Finally, they arrived in Monterey 
more dead than alive and half starved. 
They were in chair cars all that time, 
"The trains from Monterey to the 
ijorder had been running regularly so 
;hey started out. About two hours 
irom 
Laredo 
the 
engineer on the 
train ahead ditched his engine and 
after waiting there for four days, for 
,t to be fixed, they returned to Mon- 
terey and left right away for Tam- 
pico. 
"They finally arrived, there and'had 
to wait three days for a boat, the 
Texas.' 
They came on that to Gal 
veston. 
"Roberta said they had lost every- 
thing they had. Juanito couldn't even 
get what money he had saved out of 
the bank, Mr. Brittingham has lost 
over half of his fortune, and as ex- 
change was three for one, he would 
probably lose more. 
"They were going to stay there and 
rest for a week, and then come to us. 
She couldn't tell us half the things 
that had happened until she saw'us."

New Rules Tend 
to 
Make 
Game 


Cleaner and 
Faster.—Centers 


Must Face Their Own 


Basket. 


With the football 
season 
Hearing 
an end, basketball coaches and play- 
ers are giving attention to the com- 
ing season and new rules and in some 
cases Y. 31. C. A. teams have started 
a, schedule. 
A number of important 
changes have been made in the rules 
because of t'he rising interest in the 
sport and they promise to make the 
game cleaner and faster than ever 
before. 
The practice 
of holding a 
man or catching the ball when it is 
put into play on the jump, is to be 
eliminated under the new rules gov- 
erning the game. 
This winter sport has increased in 
popularity a hundredfold during the 
last few years and the rules authori- 
ties have closely watched the tend- 
ency of teams engaging the 
tallest 
man they could find to play center ah 
this position 
is 
the 
pivot around 
which team work is built. If the op- 
posing side had a small man the giant 
could frequently-- grab the ball and 
throw it to his teammates instead of 
•hitting or batting it with his 
open 
hand. 
Numerous 
complaints 
were 
made against such, tactics, 
but no 
rules clearly defined this point, no ac- 
tion could be taken bj" the referee. In 
the new rules, the centers must face 
their own basket and not stand side- 
ways, and will not 
be allowed to 
catch the ball but must hit it with 
the open hand. 
Another important change aimed to 
prevent any disputes when the ball 
goes out of bounds and is returned 
by the same players is as follows: 
"Ball is out of bounds if player 
overruns line and fails to withdraw 
foot immediately." Player returning 
ball out of bounds must be given a 
free throw, from the line, the man on 
the outside not being allowed to in- 
terfere with his throw. His opponent 
must stand on the inside of the line 
and is not allowed to touch the player 
returning the ball. 


A player also "shall not advance 
with the ball across the boundary line 
with either or both feet." No action 
will be taken if he immediately with- 
draws his foot over the line, but if 
he oversteps the line'with both feet. 
the ball shall be given to an opponent 
for out of bounds. The matter of ob- 
serving this rule is within the power 
of the referee.

More than twenty-four hours have 
passed since the jury was sent out in

of Andro Polauzach and a murderous 
assault upon Tony Dragona, but no 
verdict had been 
returned and dis- 
agreement and 
summoning of a new 
jury is probable. 
The jury was 
sent out 
at 
2: SO 
o'clock yesterday afternoon, was clos- 
eted- all night, and this morning re- 
quested that Judge 
George 
Grimm 
re-read his charge to them. 
This re- 
quest was granted after which they 
returned to the jury room, remaining 
there until 2:10 o'clock 
this 
after- 
noon when Judge Grimm called the 
jury into the circuit court room 
to 
give them special instructions. 
How long he would keep them clos- 
eted before dismissing 
them Judge 
Grimm -was unable 
to state.

was growing, by leaps and bounds, 
and that at the same time indebted- 
ness, especially 
municipal indebted- 
ness, was growing as 
fast or faster 
than taxes. In other words the high- 
er our assessments the 
more 
tax 


money we' were 
spending in 
every 
grade of government, and the more 
we were borrowing. I know this con- 
tinual talk has given some readers the 
"tired 
feeling" 
and 
they 
have 
thought me "a grouch" 
and a pro- 
fessional fault-finder, and have pleas- 
antly gone on record to that effect. 
Now it.appears that the truth has not 
been told, because it was no where to 
be had. When Governor 
McGovern 
remitted the state tax, last year, this 
correspondent pronounced it a cheap 
campaign move. When the governor 
compelled a showing of the details of 
the 
last legislature's 
approbations 
these letters commanded him. There 
is no choice 
of uolitics in the taxa- 
tion measures of last session. Demo- 
crats, republicans and socialists were 
practically all in 
favor 
of all 
the 
measuies that- increased expenses. 
This week the state tax 
remitted 
last year has, proved tip for me. It 
has been added to this year's^ tax, and 
a state tax of about $8 000,000, is the 
pretty penny the people must "uony 
tip" beside the income tav. D.on't 'et 
the figures be shrunk 
to 
%1 000 000. 
That's the old game of throwing dust 
in the eyes of the public. The state 
treasurer has said that he 
paid out 


for the fiscal year, ending June SOtn 
last, over $10,000,000. 
The treasury 


•was short nearly 52,000,000 that was 
remitted last year. 
P.O. adding that, 
ns has been done, to this year's taxes, 
the expenses of Wisconsin are going 
up to about $20 000.000 for the year 
that will end with next 
June, 
and 
even then, we are told that a whole 
batch .of state works must be 
post- 
pored. Who has 
the 
authority to 
postpone works for which the legis- 
lature 
has 
provided 
Every 
new 
condition of the taxation situation is 
•worse than the last. The 
facts 
no 
longer rest on anybody's 
assertion. 
They wfl now be embodied in this 
•ye»r's tax bills. 
This "high 
cost 
of living" 
is, a 
good deal of it. put into the cost of 
the machinery f.or mnning"the state. 
Not many years ago Wisconsin 
got 
on fairlv well, without a tax commis- 
sion. 
During Governor La Follette's 
first administration the tax commis- 
sion cost $31.564, for the two years. 
Ten years later the biennial cost .of 
this commission has grown to $180.- 
281. 
That increase 
i*. about 
neck 
and neck with the ratio of increase 
in our state assessment. 
The rail- 
roads will alone pay about as much 
in taxes, this year, as the entire re- 
ceipts of the state treasury in 1S90. 
It makes no difference what complex- 
ion a man's politics may have, or 10 
-what faction of either at the various 
parties he may belong if he is a tax 
payer ami has any 
sense, 
he must 
see that this sort of extravagance is 
full of peril. Every man pays taxes, 
unles= he is a pauper or a criminal, 
nnd therefore 
supported 
wholly by 
the state.

In the paper a few days ago, a mother and daugh- 
ter of a wealthy family were lauded to the skies be- 
cause they had nobly given up a social season and ac- 
companied the father of the family in his exile in the 
•wilderness (a magnificently appointed camp) in quest 
of the health he had lost—probably in making moaey 
for them. 


As I read it, I thought of a mother who goes out 
washing and a daughter who has given up her hope of,

an education and gone to work in a factory, in order) 
that the sick rather may go to a fresh air camp. There are no newspaper' 
articles written about them, nor do they think they are doing anything more 
than anyone would do. 


Shame on us—for after all, as the newspapers are written for the public, 
and contain only what the public want—the blame belongs with us 
Shame 
on us for devouring such items; ehame on us for servily craning our necks 
to look way, way up to these bright beings as if they were the product of 
another and infinitely superior creation. 


In spite of the fact that America is supposed to be the land of democracy 
and opportunity; in spite of the fact that we have, no titles and fixed layers 
of society, they say there is no snob as bad as an American snob and I 
believe it. 


And do you know that the worst of these snobs are not the ones who 
look down, but those who look up. For it is those who look up who make 
possible those who look down.

October is gone and with it 


many of the green vegetables have 
disappeared from our markets. There 
are others, however, such as the pota- 
to, onion and many of the dried vege- 
tables, peas, beans, lintils, 
besides 
some of our most valuable starchy 
foods, rice, macaroni, spaghetti and 
tapioca. 
There are still plenty of 
green peppers, celery, red and white 
cabbage, carrots, beets, okra, leeks, 
cauliflower and egg plant. 
Tomatoes 
continue to lend their bit of color in 
the markets, but are not to be con- 
sidered at "three for a quarter," when 
there is plenty of good food at sea- 
sonable prices. 


Learn to buy food only when in sea- 
son. 
About all the home fruits are 
gone except apples. They have been 
none too plentiful and as a result ex- 
pensive. 
However, 
they 
will 
be 
cheaper as the winter varieties come 
in and should be used as freely as 
possible, both raw and cooked. 


Use Apples Freely. 
Cultivate the habit of the old-fash- 
ioned dish of apples on the living 
room table for members of the family 
to "top off" with before going to bed. 
It aids very materially in clearing the 
S3'stem after eating a hearty dinner- 
or eat one or two the first thing in the 
morning; in fact if you have eaten an 
unusually hearty dinner the night be- 
fore, let the apples alone constitute 
the entire breakfast. 
Then there are other fruits from 
which all sorts of good, wholesome 
ilishes may be made, such as all the 
dried fruits; prunes, peaches, 
figs" 


raisins and dates, besides 'oranges, 
lemons, 'bananas, grape fruit .and the 
fine variety of nuts.

How Electricity Will Light the Canal, 


Operate the Gates and Tow the 


Ships Through the Waterway. 
e 


LECTRICITY, that giant hand- 
maiden of man, will play the 
leading role 
when the great 


drama of passing ships through 


the Cana! begins. 
She will hold the 


center of the stage from the time the 
ships arrive at the entrance until they 
have crossed the "bridge of water" 
and passed far out Into the ocean. 
Without her aid the progress of. the 
drama would be slow—indeed, it Is 
doubtful whether or not it could be 
played at all had it not been for her 
aid. 


Hydro Electric Station. 


The greater part of the electricity 


used will come from the hydro-electric 
station at Gatun. 
This is located 


near the north wall of the spillway 
and Is capable of generating through 
turbines six thousand kilowatts to be 
used for lock machinery, dry docks, 
machine shops, coal handling plant, 
batteries, for the lighting of the locks 
and Zone towns, and as a motive 
power of the Panama Railroad should 
that become desirable. 
The large 


concrete power house is rectangular 
In shape and contains one main op- 
erating floor with a turbine pit, and 
the two galleries for electrical equip- 
ment are laid out in unit principle, 
each unit consisting of an Individual 
head gate, penstock, 
governor, ex- 


citer, oil B-ffitch and control panel. 
The/Tvater Is carried into the tur- 
bines through the steel plate pen- 
stocks, each having an average length 
of three hundred and fifty feet. 
The 


entrance is closed by cast iron head- 
rates and bar iron trash racks. The 


headgates will be raised and lowered 
by 
individual 
motors 
which 
are 


geared to rising stems attached to 
the gate castings. 


Lock Illumination. 


The Illumination of the locks caused 


some discussion, for the nearest Il- 
lumination to sunlight was desired as 
it caused the least inconvenience to 
the eye. Several weeks were spent 
in 
trying 
out 
different 
kinds 
of 


lamps, with the result that the large 
power Tungsten bulb five hundred 
watts was adopted. This Is placed in 
the center of a concrete hood which 
serves both as a shade and as a re- 
flector. Single or double brackets are 
used as the case may require—the 
single brackets for the center wall 
and th'e double ones on the side wall. 
The reflecting hood Is provided with 
a draped shading skirt which pre- 
vents the glare of the lamp filament 
from penetrating too far into the cen- 
ter of the Canal. 
The lamps clus- 


tered under the concrete columns are 
suspended from brackets and placed 
near the top of heavy columns twelve 
sided and tapering from a three and 
one-half foot base to one foot at the 
top. The columns are capped with large 
concrete balls, making their 
total 


height thirty-four feet. 
The running 


for the electric wires 13 through tho 
core of the columns. 
Each lamp 


standard is provided with an outlet 
box located in the concrete pedestal. 
This is to permit the insertion of 
plugs to connect a portable lamp cir- 
cuit or a portable telephone circuit 
in case either may be .needed for 


extra light during lockages or to com- 
municate 
with 
the 
control 
house. 


They are so arranged that electricity 
may be saved on moonlight nights 
when only one-half the Illumination 
is required. More than five hundred 
of these Jirht columns have been 
erected along the locks — one hun- 
dred and sixty-nine at Miraflores, one 
hundred a7id thirty-one at Pedro Mig- 
uel and two hundred and eleven at 
Gatim. 
The tunnels below the sur- 


face of the lock walls, the 
engine 


rooms and operating centers are also 
illuminated with Tungsten lamps or 
with carbon filament lamps set in the 
ceilings. 


The course of the channel will be 


marked both north and south with 
range lights to establish the direction 
on the larger tangents and by the side 
lights at intervals of about a mllo to 
mark each side of the channel. 
At 


each tangent It is necessary to have 
two ranges of two lights each to pro- 
long the sailing Hue in order that the 
pilot may hold his course up to the 
point of turning.' , The range lights 
are on land, and in several instances 
it was necessary to clear away tho 
jungle, and these light-houses "perched 
away up in the forest seem curiously 
out of place. 
The candle power of 


the 
lights vary 
according to 
the 


length of the range from about twen- 
ty-five hundred to 
fifteen thousand 


candle power. 
These structures are 


of concrete, and the light keepers 
will be provided with 
commodious 


quarters consisting of a kitchen, mess 
room, two bed rooms, hall dry room, 
shower bath, storage and cistern for 
domestic use. The lantern Is sup- 
plied with side 'ventilators by means 
of which circulation of air may be 
regulated, 
thus 
Insuring a 
steady 


flame in the lantern. 
Acetylene gas 


will be used for the 'beacons and 


i buoys, and they will have about eight 
hundred and fifty candle power. The 
buoys win be moored In position along 
the edge of the channel by heavy 
chains and concrete sinkers, and will 
remain lighted for 
several 
months 


with one charging. 


How the Cut Will Be Lighted. 
The channel through .the Cut will 


be dark except for a few beacons and 
the Inconstant moon. The steep sides 


of Culebra Cut do not permit the use 
of range lights already described" be- 
cause there is not room for one light 
to be placed behind another at a 
sufficient distance to make them of 
any use as 
range Indicators. 
The 


plan, therefore, is io establish three 
beacons at, each angle of the Cut in 
pairs on each side of the Canal. By 
keeping his ship pointed midway be- 
tween these beacons the pilot will be 
able to adhere close to the center of 
the Canal. 
It will require thirty-five 


reinforced concrete beacons in 
the 


nine miles of Culebra Cut—twenty- 
three at tangents and twelve at In- 
termediate points. The foundation of 
the beacons will not be built until 
the water has been In the Cut long 
enough to give the sides stability. 


Electricity will be the motive pow- 


er In operating the gates, valves and 
fenders. 
All these things will be reg- 


ulated from the central control sta- 
tion, and here one man stationed In 
a tower on the highest lock of: each 


Hight will raise and lower the ships 
that pass through while he is on duty. 
He will drop mammoth fender chains, 
some of which will be half a mile 
distant; swing twin gates, each leaf 
of which weighs six hundred tons; 
open and shut valves many feet un- 
der ground, and release or check a 
torrent of water in conduits that are 
large enough for a freight locomotive 
to pass through. 


One Man's Work. 


The man in the tower will have 


many switches before him, but so 
carefully has the mechanical 
inter- 


locking of the various switches been 
placed that it is impossible for him 
to make a mistake, for the switches 
work in regular order and should he 
by lose of memory or thoughtlessness 
pull the wrong lever the switch will 
not work until the whole chain of 
switches which come before it have 
been operated. 
At Gatun, 
for 
In- 


stance, 
In 
passing 
a 
large 
ship 


through the locks it will .be neces- 
sary for this one man by the aid of 
electricity to lower four fender chains, 
operate six pairs of mitre gates and 
forca them to mitre, open and close 
eight pairs of rising stem gate valvea 
for the main supply 
colverts 
and 


thirty cylindrical valves. 
In all, no 


less than ninety-eight motors .will be 
set in motion during each lockage of 
a single ship, and this number may 
be Increased to one hundred and for- 
ty-three, dependent upon the previous 
condition of the gate valves and other 
devices. 
The operator will have be- 


fore him a diagram of the progress 
of his work as well as the switch- 
board. 
He will know when the fen- 


der chain has sunk into Its proper 
place in the lock floor, the movement 
of the mitre gates and the opening 
and closi.ng of the gate valves, .and In 
addition;.;jihdicaUons of the 
gradual 


rise or ''fall of the water In the look 
chambers. 


Towed By Electric Locomotive. 
No ship will be allowed to pass 


through the locks under 
ita 
own 


eteam, but will be towsd through by 
electric 
locomotives 
operating 
on 


tracks on the lock walls. In all other 
canals the vessels are allowed ;o pass 


through under their own atcam, and 
as there is no means aboard ship o! 
stopping ,a vessel 'exactly where and 
when the navigator desires to, ih« re- 
sult has been that tho walls of canals •' 
are often Jammed and the structure 
seriously injured.
